His‘hame was Cart Stromblad and 
he was about 86 ycars of age. For about a 
month -he has been a frequent visitor at 
No. 2 Gage Street. The. woman Josie 
Brantly cama to-the house on the 12th of 
Inst month ‘and ‘it was since’ then that 
Stromblad began té come to the houso. 
She lived at No. 11. Gage -street before she 
came to No. 2. -I knew that he often 
visited her and had stayed with her for three 
years. When hecame to the house he always 


j catried o revolver and -was-very excitable. 


Sho seemed to be afraid of this revolver. 
Ho threatened to kill her and hims:Jf also, 
They were always quarrelling even about 
the nroat trivial alfairs ; sometimes jealousy 
waa’ thy cause. Hu came to tho house 
about ona or half past one v’clock on Sun- 
day morning. He was then rathor excited. 
I do not think he was quite sober, bubit 
was difficult to say he was so excited.

He was supersti- 
tious about. giving -the, revolver to any 
one.

I do nat know who were all 
there The Sikh came and went out again. 
I. wanted a Enropean policeman. I re- 
member telling ‘Strombiad: that if he did 
not give up the revolver I would send 
fora policeman.

Aftar the Sikh went away. Stromblad shot 
himself.
